HOUSE OF LORDS, Armi. 6. 
K1ESSAGE FROM THE PRINCE 
REGENT. 


The Eat I of LIVERPOOL present­ 
ed a Message from his Royal Highness 
as follows I-— 


“ Gz o r o k P R. 


“ His Royal Qighness the Prince 
Regent, acting in the name and on the 
behalf of bis Majesty, thinks It right to 
inform the House of Lords, that the 
eventa which have recently occurred io 
France, In direct contravention of the 
engagementa concluded with the Allied 
Powers at Paris in the course of the Isst 
yesr, and which threaten consequencea 
highly dangerous to the tranquillity and 
independence of Europe, have induced 
his Royal Highness to give directions for 
the augmentation of his Majesty’s forces 
by sea and lanA. 


The Prince Regent likewise thinks it 
incumbcnt oo him to inform the House, 
that he has lost no time in entering iuto 
communications with his Majesty*» Al­ 
lies, for the purpose of forming such a 
concert with them as may most effectual­ 
ly provide for the general and perroan 
ent security of Europe. 
And his Royal 
Highness confidently relies on the sup- 
jort of the House of Lords, and their 
concurrence in all such measures as 
may be neceasary to enable his Royal 
Highness to carry such important ob­ 
jects into effect.'* 


A London paper of the 9th, states, 
that Bonaparte had made pacific pro­ 
posals to the British Government and 
to the rest of the Allies, declaring him­ 
self willing to abide by the Treaty of 
Paris, as respects the territorial boun­ 
daries of France,—but the British Mi­ 
nisters seemed little inclined to listen 
to his proposals. 


A courier, who landed on the 7th of 
April at Dover, with despatches to the 
Ambassador of Louis 18th at the British 
Court, confirming his domination by 
Napoleon, as the repreaentative of the 
French government, and the different 
French coosuls in England to their situ- 
stions, was refused permission to pro­ 
ceed to London. He was sont back to 
Calais, with his despatches unopen­ 
ed.—RemarkMf -on this subject, the 
London M Constitution," of April 9tb, 
says, 


«There was a report yesterday, that 
another courier had arrived,with a more 
direct overture front Na f o l bo n to the 
British Government} but we do not 
find tliat there is any truth in tbia ru­ 
mor.*’

This day we received a large supply 
•of Brussels Papers to the 3d inclusive. 
On every part ofthe frontiers of Fiance 
the greatest activity prevails in all the 
armies; and that every thing indicates 
the approach of a most vigorous cam­ 
paign against Bonaparte, who it may be 
presumed, notwithstanding the silence 
of the French Journals, is equally ac­ 
tive in preparing for the conflict whie I) 
is to decide not only whether he shall 
reign, but whether be shall be suffered 
to live. 


According to these Papers Marsha! 
Mortier (the Duke of Treviso) has been 
arrested at lisle by order of Booaparte. 


By the accounts from Vieena, to the 
33d of March it appears that there was 
not the slightest diversity of opinion a- 
rnong the Allies respecting the line oi' 
conduct they were called upon to adopt, 
in consequence of Bonaperte*s breach 
of the Ircaty of Fontaanbleau. The 
most vigorous measures were instantly 
resolved on, and orders sent off for the 
immediate advance of the troops of the

Every arrival from France show» 
more and more that Napoleon Bona­ 
parte is destined to swsy the sceptre of 
hat great nation» and to be thé authot 
of still greater changes io human affait » 
than we have yet witnessed, great and 
wonderful as the eventa and revolutions 
of late yetfrff have been. 


Sanguine hopes had been formed by 
the friends of the Bourbons, that a for­ 
midable stand would be made for them 
in the South of France—these ■ hope» 
must now be abandoned. The intelli* 
gehce received yesterday from Paris* to 
the 6th, sûtes that the division of loi-, 
perial troops, under Gen. Clause!, sent 
to quell the insurrections in the South, 
have accomplished their object. ' They 
occupied Bourdeaux without resistance 
and the tri-coloured flag hss been hoist­ 
ed at Brest, at Rochefort, and at Nantz 
Marshal Ney ia to have the Chief 
Command ofthe French armies under 
Napoleon. 


No measures for defence are neglect­ 
ed on the part of the French Govern­ 
ment Generals of Division and strong 
corps of military are repairing to the 
frontiera, and to every part of the em­ 
pire deemed vulnerable to an enemy.— 
Ordere have been sent all along the 
French coast to mount the great guns, 
and the artillerymen have marched to 
put it in the most complete state of of­ 
fence and defence. 


On thf other hand, no time ia lost by 
the Allied Powers» who have sgreed to 
maintain the tranquillity of Europe.— 
The troops ofthe several PoWera are 
marching from every pèint to thé 
French frontiers. They are pouring 
into Belgium in great nuinbera, and, it 
is said, the Duke of Wellington has ar­ 
rived at Brtissels to take the chief com­ 
mand. No event of great importance, 
however, is expected to take place until 
the Council of Ministers and Princes 
which is to be held either at Brussels or 
Frankfort; for the purpose of arranging 
the plan of operation, shall decide on the 
measures necessary to be pursued ia the 
present altered state of affairs. Lord 
Harrowby aud Mr. Wellesley Pole have 
proceeded to this Council, as Represen­ 
tatives of the British Court.

At a late hour last night Mr. Johnson 
arrived from Vienna, with dispatches 
from our Ministers there. This morn­ 
ing Mr. Williams, another Messenger, 
arrived from the Duke of 1 Wellingon, 
direct from Brussels. His Grace had 
arrived there, and immediately took 
upon him the command of the Allied 
Armies assembled there. 


His Grace has already had an interview 
with the Duke of Feltre and Marshals 
Berthier and Marmout as to the plan of 
the campaign which is to be instantly 
commenced in France.

The folfo#ingi#Mraeta frqp tho Se­ 
cond Report o f the Merino Spt^etf of 
Gr«at*Bntain, may not be uninteresuog, 
at this ume, to vumy o f ^ r lafmers atwl 
inanuractarora.-*The iioriety was esw- 
blianed for the purpose of etiéoui^(ing 
the breed of Merino Sheep in that coun­ 
try 
it ia iupporied by a long list of 
Members, MBon|r « ^ m are several of 
great ràapcetabilitf i ^ n d at the faPlad 
of which appears tble name of Sir Joseph 
#anks, aa President. From the whole 
tonor of the report, which was published 
in 1818, it appeare that a great deficien­ 
cy of fine wool, for their manulaciu res, 
was apprehended ; and U was coojectur* 
ed, that it would require at least twenty 
years, before they w ^ d be able to sup­ 
ply, by wool of English growth, the 
quantity annually im|Mrted.— The.atate 
of Spam, since the publiCatitm of th^ 
report, has been svch as to induce a be­ 
lief that their flocks have suflfcred a still 
greater diminution. 
Huppy, therefore 
may we consider ourselves, that the 
enterprise of a few individuals has se 
cured to the United States this useful 
animal. Whether the wool is therefore 
sought for by our own manufacturers, 
or those abroad, tbo rearing of these 
Sheep cannot fail to continue ua object 
deserving the attention of every Farmer. 
— An additional indocement for itUro- 
ducing this breed on every farm, will 
be found in the extracts of the report, 
concerning the quality of the mution ; 
from which it appeara» that the various 
crosses afford mutton equal, if not aupe 
rior, to any of th* ir former breods>— 
and, in many instances, a decided pre 
ference has been given to the Merino 
mutton. 
Many proof« of this might be 
adduced ;—such are selected as it is 
hoped will be satisfactory, and are best 
adaptftd, by their brevity, for insertion 
in a public journal.

** The flocks of fine-wooled sheep in 
Spain, before the invasion of that un- 
happy country by Bonaparte, was eati- 
iiiated at about 6,000,OOQs of these a 
moiety, perhsps three-fourths, sre al­ 
ready destroyed, and the remainder daily

From what corner of the earth, then,

The w i^t 
of inailtiitiona frahied with auAcioni 
wisdom io give an unifiBrmhy Of inclina­ 
tion to a nii«lti|a of faridllea who have 
aot a common origini continues among 
the AmoHcans tho egotism which that 
diyarslty of primiiive manners m ust ne­ 
cessarily have produced» and by inevita­ 
ble con«ei|ueitce a faciiotia spirit and 
political imprudence. • 


A residence of eight years In the U nit­ 
ed ^:tates baa permitted the author to 
éxamine whether the proaperlty of that 
republic, which forms a spectacle so 
new to tho greater part of Europeans, 
proceeds from any accidental circuio- 
!»tam.es, or whether It reposes upoh 
•olid foundatioost upon a happy actord- 
ance of the inatilutiona with the na­ 
tural necessitiea of the cotiiitry. 
It 
might be obsetved to him that that Im­ 
perfect proapeiity might auffice for the 
existence aa well ea ror the character 
of the Americana ; doubtleaa they owe 
it in a great degree to external ciicum- 
stancea i but their happiness will be 
of long duration, if it ceases only wiih 
the miserica of the Old world.— W hen 
our political convulsions shall he appeas­ 
ed, Europe will not thereby be^ cured 
of the restless discontent of the inhabit­ 
ants of an old and populous country, 
where the imagination is ardent, and 
the means of existence limited. 
There 
will always be numbers of men desirous 
of living more at large in the vast spaces 
of Louisiana and Kentucky- 
But, M. Turreau will say» the {wlitic- 
al body haa no consistence ; the federai 
chiun ia illusory ; congress can efivci 
nothing, it is subjected lo the influence 
of popular factions, and to the more 
pernictoua influence ot commercial in­ 
teresta : those fluctuating interests, al­ 
ways foreign from true ^political princi­ 
ples, subjugate opinion itself ; and not 
only the «piiit ol commerce is contrary ; 
to the spirit of democracy» but foreign ! 
commerce» to which.tbe Americans are 
passionately attache^ is precisely what 
is unsuitable for them. 
Nevertheless, 


I will answer him» they will subsist, and 
• notwithstanding so many errors, that 
, country will long be the asylum of un­ 
fortunate men.aud also the land of pro- 
: mise to romantic spirits* The situa­ 
tion of thè U .S- protects lhem,and it is 
the aeciirlty which that situation inspires, 
that perm ita them to abandon them- 
lelvea to a sort uf political disorder. 


Tho moment 
perhaps approaches 
when thé Statea of the W est and South 
will detach theinselvaa from those of 
the North i but that division will nut be 
the effect of enmity, it will leave them 
common interests, and by giving more 
activity to their operations, will render 
them atronger.iii a defensive war. 


That aeparation would undoubtedly 
take from them the hope of becoming 
what ia called in Europe a great power, 
but that would be also a benefit. 
Hith­ 
erto, commerce appears to be the only 
fouutUtion of such a pretension ; it ia 
therefore 
chimerical. 
If commerce 
haa elevated Gi eat Britan, that consi­ 
deration itself» as M. Turreau. observes, 
ought to dissuade the Americana frum 
entering into compétition with a very 
great Inferiority ot means. 
It is not re­ 
flection, it is a sort of prejudice that 
from the beginning has induced them to 
follow the tract of the mother countrf. 
Thus the desire of gain bccame a blind 
habit, political principles were weaken­ 
ed : and very soon Congress itself was 
obliged to conform to the speculations 
of some merchants and yield to the 
seditious ci-y of a few aeamen» 
(he 
•ea or bread** 


These observations that the atithor 
addresses to the Americans, those re­ 
proaches that he makes to them,are die- ' 
taicd by “ regret at seeing a people 
wliom dan(;era and glory encircled in 
the cradle, lose In youth their rij^hts to 
independence and to prosperity, when 
their early virtues ought to have secur­ 
ed to them both.‘* 
The Americans 
<nay yet, according to him, abandon a 
disastrous system, “ make a general 
reform in their institutions, and content 
themselves with enjoying the benefits 
that they have received from natura and 
which the most hapiy geographical 
po!»ition aeems to guarantee to them.** 


If any errors creep into a good work, 
they are the first things that arc remark­ 
ed : I perceive one in this. 
The author 
«-xpiesses himself very justly òn the 
subjcct of popular governments ; but in 
order to prove against those whom he 
term« the detractors of dumQcracies, 
that democratic governments can very 
well subsist under the protection ot a 
well oi-^unizcd confederation, he cites 
witzerland in particular, and he says 
alterward« tluii in such a confederation 
-hero can be only representative de- 
niocracies : now the eonfederaiion of 
the 13 Cantons knew no other real 
democracy than in the «ma// ran/on«, 
u;>d the democracy of thoae »mounlMna

The men of all former ages 
they considered as dwarfs or pigmies, 
worthy rather of »corn than v e n e r a t io n 
The world they thought had been all 
along in aamddling clothes, ii« the im­ 
becility of pilling infancy ; but that the 
age of reason was beginning to dawn, 
and msn, ere long, would 
as gods, 
^hips and ploughs would be taught to 
guide them&elves. 
Uulloons would 
supercede the neccssary use of horses 
and carrMges. 
All old things, being 
the offspring of barbariin ignorance 
and vile prejudice, were to b^ done 
away. 
An end woul^ be happily put to

Tho chequered age we live in, along 
with all ita pernicious follies and heavy 
iniquities, is an age fraught with useful 
discoveries, and grand designs and 
plans of philanthropy. 
This terra­ 
queous globe and the nations and tribes

of which our progenitors were desti­ 
tute i while fresh sourees of knowledge 
are opened to us with regard to the 
customs, manners and conditions, of the 
various branches of the great family of 
man. 
Merely by the novel applica- 
tions of the power of Steantf surprizing 
facilities and 
uecommodations have 
been furnished, as well to the traveller 
as to the artisan. 


I should far exceed my proper limits 
were I to mention even the twentieth 
part of the useful discoveries and im­ 
provements of the present age, and of 
which these United States may boast of 
their full share. 
Passing these over, 1 
will notice, and but just notice, five 
particulars of immettse interest and 
magnitude. 


The institution of the Humane Socie­ 
ty, resulting in the rescue of thousands, 
already in appearance within the pale of 
death. 


Vaccinationy which in a manner has 
put an end to the awful ravages of the 
small pox.
